Surprisingly, a number of those who visited 
the museum did so for the first time. In spite of being 
employed by the town for years, both Pacheco and his 
wife. Melody, had never been inside the museum. It 
was the draw of this exhibit that brought them in. More 
surprisingly, they had never seen on display the donation 
they gave the museum - a scale model of the whaling ship 
Charles W. Morgan. Pacheco had purchased it from a shop 
in New Bedford as a gift for his parents back in the 1960s. 
It came back into his possession upon their passing and 
now is permanently docked in the museum. 

Mattapoisett' s Fire Department was also 
represented. Several active duty members, including 
Mark Nadeau, Justin Dubois, and Deputy Chief Walter 
Morgado, came out to view the antiquated firefighting 
gear and historic documents. Firefighting has its own 
unique set of potential dangers for those willing to do 
this dangerous job. Human instinct is to run away from 
a burning building. Firefighters run towards it. Although 
techniques, equipment, and understanding the science 
of structures and fire have evolved over the decades, the 
basic principles have not. Chief Morgado, whose career 
on the Mattapoisett Fire Department spans an amazing 51 
years with over 30 years as a chief officer, reflected on fire 
suppression. He said, "....put white on red..." meaning 
water on fire - period. 

As Chris Richards performed a smooth variety of 
folk and soft rock on his guitar in the carriage house, the 
assembled enjoyed refreshments and then it was time for 
Seth Mendell, well-known local historian, to play the role 
of auctioneer. Nautical themed items went quickly, raising 
an impressive sum for the museum's coffers.

Boating Accident Leads to Fatality in Marion 

Marion Police Department Press Release 
At approximately 1:00 pm on Sunday, June 29, the 
Marion Harbormaster's Office received a distress call for a 
person in the water with no life preserver off of Converse 
Point. The Marion Harbormaster as well as Marion Police 
and Marion Fire responded to the area. Other responding 
marine units included the Buzzards Bay Task Force, 
Harbormasters from Wareham, Bourne and Mattapoisett, 
New Bedford Fire, and the U.S. Coast Guard. 

The reporting party and boat were located. A 
female on board the powerboat out of Onset, MA stated 
that her husband, while attempting to fix a bumper, had 
lost his balance when a wave struck the boat and had 
fallen overboard. Seas were approximately four feet and 
choppy, and the wind was at 15 mph from the southwest. 

The female and boat were brought back to Island 
Wharf by a member of the Harbormaster's unit. The 
female was evaluated on scene and transported to the 
Marion Police Department. At approximately 2:23 pm, a 
body was recovered by a passing boater. The Coast Guard 
attempted resuscitation of the 66-year old white male. 
Marion Harbormaster then transported the recovered 
party into Converse Point. He was transported by Marion 
EMS to Tobey Hospital. The party was pronounced 
deceased at the hospital.

neighbor/' Others said they thought it would be good for 
the Town, and one offered the board photographs of the 
site, which the board willingly accepted. 

The engineer for the solar project told the board 
that he felt the project would actually be a less-desirable 
project if the plans were to adhere to the new bylaw.

"I don't want to put it out that far," said board 
member Betsey Dunn in response to a suggested 
meeting date for August. Board member John Sylvia 
commented that he would not be attending due to a prior 
engagement. 

"Then they can't sue you because your name's 
not on it," joked Peirce.

ConCom Approves SLT Pathway 

Marion Conservation Commission

A newly acquired property adjacent to the nine- 
acre Rowland Marsh on Point Road was approved June 
25 for a maximum four-foot wide walking path that will 
connect with the existing Rowland Marsh path. 

Marion Conservation Commission members 
issued the Negative 2 and Negative 3 determinations, 
meaning that work will occur within the 100-foot buffer 
zone but will not alter or affect the wetlands, and granted 
the Sippican Lands Trust authority to maintain the path 
and to also lay a temporary ''bog bridge'' (two boards) 
over an intermittent stream.

a parking lot if a senior center was added to the project. 

The committee had a robust discussion about 
exactly what the Marion Board of Selectmen challenged 
the committee to accomplish. 

''We need to ask the Board of Selectmen if they 
want us to consider a senior center or an expansion of 
the library in our considerations/' said member Bill 
Saltonstall. "We need to know what we are challenged to 
do as a committee." 

After much discussion regarding space needs, 
the committee agreed that members Wayne Mattson and 
Ditchfield would research similar towns that have had 
recent renovations and the cost of those renovations. 
Members Cormier and Saltonstall would research space 
planning at the town house, and Ditchfield and member 
Robert Raymond would look into Council on Aging 
options for a town of approximately 5,000 residents. 

Other committee members include Evelyn 
Crocker, Meg Steinberg, and Jon Henry (representing the 
BOS). It was noted that Henry had over four decades of 
experience in the building industry including a major 
stint as a member of the Army Corps of Engineers. 

On the agenda was a discussion to elect a 
committee chairman and clerk, but the committee agreed 
that the decision would be postponed until all committee 
members were present. 

The next meeting will be on Thursday, July 10 at 
6:30 pm at the Marion Police Station. 

Resident Explains Illegal Logging Violation 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The impetus for the illegal clearing of dozens of 
trees at Christopher Faustino, Jr. and Britney Ashley's 
property at 510 New Bedford Road was property 
insurance, according to the couple's representative. Rick 
Charon from Charon Associates. 

According to Charon, the property owners' 
insurance provider had concerns over some trees located 
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near the house that could fall and damage the structure, 
and Charon claimed the insurance company would not 
renew the insurance policy unless the potential tree 
damage was mitigated. 

Rochester Conservation Commission Chairman 
Rosemary Smith pointed out, though, that this would 
only address the trees near the house, and not those that 
were cut down within the 800 square-foot intrusion into 
the property's wetlands. 

The couple hired Faustino & Sons Logging 
Company to cut down trees within the 100-foot buffer 
zone, and some within the 25-foot "no touch'' zone. The 
work was done without ConCom approval and without a 
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state issued forest management plan. 

Replication will be required for the unpermitted 
work, but the commission refrained from addressing 
the matter until the Massachusetts Natural Heritage & 
Endangered Species Program assesses whether natural 
habitats of protected and endangered species of flora and 
fauna were or could be disturbed under a subsequent 
forest management plan. 

Charon said the altered resource area is currently 
stabilized. 

On behalf of Robin Brown, an abutter at 508 
New Bedford Road, Shane Wright asked Charon to point 
out the property line in relation to the work line on the 
delineation map, alleging there was a disturbance to 
Brown's property. 

"There's a tiny intrusion here," said Charon, 
pointing to a small area where trees were cleared from 
Brown's property. 

Is it not the workers' job to know where the 
property line is, Wright asked. 

"If there is an intrusion, it's a very minor 
intrusion," said Charon. 

"You can't argue the fact that they should' ve 
known," said ConCom member John Teal. "They made a 
mistake." 

Faustino Jr. said the intent for the cleared area 
is for a larger piece of yard, and the rest of the tree 
harvesting would be for firewood. 

Brown submitted a letter expressing her concerns, 
starting with the new open clearing in the forest on the 
Faustino and Ashley side of the property line. 

"Since Faustino and Sons is a well known long- 
established local logging company based in Rochester, 
I know that they are well aware of the laws pertaining 
to wetlands . . . boundary lines and trespassing," reads 
Brown's letter. "Therefore I was very upset and concerned 
to learn that they had in fact trespassed on my property 
and cut my trees along the wetland border." She added 
that it was "deliberate." 
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Faustino had concerns about jumping the gun on 
a restoration plan, when a subsequent forest management 
plan might call for cutting down the plants and trees 
replicated. 

"\ didn't think we did anything wrong because I 
was told that was the [boundary] of the buffer zone/' said 
Faustino. ''We didn't know." 

The matter was continued until August 5 to give 
time to hear back from Natural Heritage. 

Also at the meeting, the commission issued a 
Negative 3 for two lots belonging to Bruce Maksy, Jr. on 
Dexter Lane, meaning the work done will not alter the 
resource areas and no Notice of Intent is required. 
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Maksy plans to construct a house on each lot, 
as well as related work within the 100-foot buffer zone, 
adding that he was considering placing a conservation 
restriction on the areas of a lot that is home to a bog 
pond to preserve it and ensure it is properly maintained 
as per the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection. 

The commission continued the hearing for Kei 
Lau of 566 Snipatuit Road to install a 4 foot by 54 foot 
dock, two 4 foot by 12 foot ramps, repair the existing 
seaplane hangar and stairway, and remove trees within 
the wetlands. 

"We do not have the go-ahead from Natural 
Heritage at this point,'' said Charon, also representing 
Lau. The hearing was continued until July 15.

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Fresh Water Leak Ongoing Problem at 
Wharves 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

The June 26 meeting of the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board found Harbormaster Jill Simmons 
reporting on the ongoing fresh water leak problems 
that are drenching the wharves, making the structures 
unstable and causing usage fees to soar. Simmons 
reported to the board that she had recently met with 
the water commissioners to ask for an abatement of the 
$13,000 water bill that shocked her upon receipt. She said 
that the average bills for the last several years have been 
around $1200, so when she received the stunning bill for 
several thousands of dollars, she was aghast. 

Simmons said it took some doing to even find 
out where the water meters were located for the wharves. 
Members of the water and sewer department helped and 
showed her the location of the meters in a locked cabinet. 
She said she hadn't been aware of their location or whose 
responsibility they were. 

As for the leaks, they continue. One leak has 
been isolated on Mello Wharf. That will be repaired. But 
she said that at a rate of between 100 and 150 gallons per 
hour, water continues to leak from somewhere. 

It has been one thing after another as the new 
harbormaster faces structural and infra-structure issues 
at the town wharves. Simmons recently discovered an 
electrical problem that could easily have killed someone 
on Mello Wharf. She had the electricity shut off. Electrical 
repair work is expected to be completed by June 28. The 
water pipe repairs are to follow, but at what cost? 

This brought the meeting round to the waterfront 
enterprise deficit and confusion over the exact revenue 
stream that feeds into its balance sheet. Chairman Alan 
Gillis had sent town administrator Mike Gagne an e-mail 
on June 26 which reads in part "...at the May meeting . . . 
it was brought to the attention of the Board that only 50% of 
the boat excise tax is provided to the Waterfront Enterprise 
Fund ... the Board requests 100%, if, in fact that is the case. " 
Gillis received a reply from Gagne that reads: "Vlease be 
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advised that for the past four years the Town has allocated more 
than 100% of the Boat Excise to the Waterfront Expenses, 
when the town accountant returns from vacation she and I will 
make a list of funds for the past four years that were put to the 
waterfront from the Boat Excise and General Fund. As I have 
said to the Harbormaster Mattapoisett charges for boat related 
items for those using the Waterfront and Waters of Mattapoisett 
are significantly under the average of like ports. I have asked the 
Harbormaster to compile the data, present to me, the MAB and 
Selectmen by September. MAB's input into this data findings 
and recommendation is sought. " 

After the reading of Gagne's reply, board 
members reacted by stating that they have already 
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provided the fees data requested by Gagne, with the 
result showing that Mattapoisett was charging an average 
between those towns which were much higher and 
others much lower. Board member Carlos DeSousa said, 
"We still have a deficit issue to be dealt with/' Members 
concurred they needed to know everything that went into 
the waterfront enterprise fund to determine not only what 
needs to be raised, but what they might be missing. 

The board also discussed their ongoing edits to 
the Rules and Regulations. They have completed most 
of that work with "Fees" remaining. However, until the 
issues about revenue sources are clarified, that piece will 
remain incomplete. 




Simmons returned to the problems she faced in 
collecting all the information needed to fully understand 
the enterprise business and work through financial woes. 
She said, "The wharves are the main feature of the town 
... we need to get them fixed." 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board is July 31 at 7:00 pm in the Town Hall 
conference room. 

School Committees Tie up Loose Ends 

Tri-Town School Committees

A string of short meetings of the various Tri- 
Town school committees on June 26 closed out several 
outstanding items of business for the end of the school 
year, and the end of the fiscal year as well. 

Superintendent Doug White approached the 
Rochester School Committee members present to touch 
base on the residency policy for the Rochester School 
District, as some issues with potential new students 
moving into the district next school year have developed. 

White said, similar to last year, "the same 
dilemma" is poised to take place, as some of the houses 
being constructed in town - with White specifically 
mentioning Connet Woods - have hit some snags in their 
development. 

The policy allows students moving into the 
district to attend school within the Rochester School 
District within a period of 30 days from closing on the 
house. 

"Residency has always been a tricky situation," 
said White. "How do we want to address these students?" 
he asked the committee. He said he was looking for 
guidance and support because at least one family moving 
into the district will not officially reside in Rochester 
at the start of the school year as projected. Discussion 
headed toward sticking with the 30-day policy. 

"But is it detrimental to the child to do that?" 
asked school committee member Meagan Bennett, for the 
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sake of "playing devil's advocate/' 

"There is a long history of residency issues/' said 
member Robin Rounseville. 

White said it was a case of "best interest versus 
stand your ground/' He added that one family will not 
see official residency until November, about three months 
into the school year and well beyond the 30-day residency 
policy. 

"It's really [aimed at] people who are thought to 
not live here, but their children are here in school," said 
Vice Chairman Tina Rood. "There have been cases of 
students who do not live here." 

Looking to remain on "solid ground," Rounseville 
said, "I think we need to hold fast to our policy." 

"I'd like to say that we could just let them all 
come, but..." said school committee member Jennifer 
Kulak trailing off. 

In other news, the Old Rochester Regional 
Joint Committee approved the appointment of Michael 
Nelson as the new director of student services. Nelson 
will replace retiring director of student services, Theresa 
Hamm. 

Nelson has been the out-of -district/ district- 
wide education coordinator for Walpole Public Schools 
since 2011 and will start with the ORR School District in 
August. 

The Rochester and Mattapoisett School 
Committees both approved a new district-wide copier 
lease that White says will save the district money and 
provide more efficiency by having the same provider for 
all six schools. 

The committees also gave White the authorization 
to use leftover fiscal year 2014 school budget funds to 
pre-pay three months of special education private school 
tuition and program services for FY15.

media in our quest to get day-to-day management of the 
Spragues Cove storm water basin at Silvershell Beach out 
of the hands of the Conservation Commission. 

In the mid-1990s, the town voted overwhelmingly 
to construct the basin. There were financial donations 
from residents and over 130 volunteers to do the initial 
plantings. The Garden Discussion Group donated money 
to include wildflower plantings and the Town was able to 
secure a grant to plant shrubs on the interior dikes to keep 
the geese from nesting. All this has been destroyed. 

At the 2014 annual Town Meeting, it was the 
$12,500 dollar request by the Conservation Commission 
for vegetation control that sparked our petition drive. 

Annie Rockwell's husband was one of the original 
designers of the Spragues Cove project and is chair of 
the Open Space Acquisition Commission. We have asked 
that group to establish a subcommittee of storm water 
professionals and experts to oversee management of the 
five storm water basins they now control, and, hopefully.

Osprey Marsh Gifted to SLT 

The Sippican Lands Trust is excited to announce 
the recent acquisition of "Osprey Marsh,'' a spectacular 
19.8 acre waterfront property that was recently given as 
a gift by the Howland family of Marion in early 2014. 
Thanks to the family's generosity, the SLT now owns 
28.7 contiguous waterfront acres off of Point Road in 
Marion. Our 8.9 acre property, "Howland Marsh," which 
was acquired by the trust from the family in 1995 and 
together with "Osprey Marsh" constitutes a quarter mile 
of protected shoreline in Planting Island Cove. 

Mary Howland Smoyer, along with her three 
siblings, Meg, Edward and George, spearheaded the 
effort to make this gift a possibility. The Howland family 
has a long and meaningful history of land ownership in 
Marion. Presenting the gift, Mary said, "Osprey Marsh 
is land that we four inherited from our grandparents, 
Edward and Eleanor Howland. Eleanor first came to 
Marion as a child, and later, settled here year round with 
Edward in 1930. Eleanor, in particular, taught us a love 
of nature; especially birds, shells, ocean creatures, and 
wildflowers, the tupelo and the eel grass, lady slippers 
and ferns, the horseshoe crab and the wentletrap, 
the hummingbird and the blue heron, the Atlantic 
white cedar and the great osprey. This gift honors our 
grandparents' legacy and follows their intent. Eleanor 
left written instructions that at any time, the property 
could be transferred for the benefit of the town and its 
inhabitants or to an educational or wildlife organization, 
to do so." Continuing the Howland legacy, Mary feels 
strongly that this combination wetland and upland 
parcel remain untouched in its natural state and be made 
available to the public for recreational and educational 
purposes through the SLT. 

As part of the terms of the gift, the Sippican 
Lands Trust is working on the property to ready its use 
by the public in late summer. There will soon be an off- 
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street parking area, a kiosk and property marker, and a 
beginning trail down through the upland to a water vista 
on the shoreline. Planning is in the works for a future, 
developed trail system through the property with the goal 
to connect "Osprey Marsh'' with "Rowland Marsh" next 
door. The hope is to have an extensive boardwalk system 
through the wetland areas with viewing platforms at key 
intervals. Current recreational maps with informative 
historic and environmental information using the latest 
technology are also an intention. The SLT is also hoping 
to erect at least one osprey nest, although the appropriate 
research for this, and all other listed elements, needs to be 
done before its installation. 

The Sippican Lands Trust is deeply thankful 
to the Rowland family, and especially Mary, for this 
amazing gift to the trust and to the public. Please stay 
tuned as the opening day nears and as all future plans 
unfold.

You Can't Wash Your 
Car On The Wharf! 

One of the upsides of 
attending town government 
meetings is that one learns a 
great deal about all kinds of 
stuff. Over the past year or so, 
Fve attended meetings of the 
Conservation Committee, Plan- 
ning Board, Zoning Board of 
Appeals, Board of Selectmen, 

Marine Advisory Board, Agricultural and Historical 
Commission, Finance Committee, Capitol Planning, and 
Community Preservation Committee. In addition, Fve 
attended a few school board meetings as well as many 
community events. All of these meetings and activities 
have given me insights into the people who work for us 
and the commitment of community leaders, both elected 
and volunteers. You all have my respect and apprecia- 
tion. 

The downside is that when I see things that 
just aren't right according to our town's rules, I want to 
speak out. This isn't always the most popular thing to 
do. Well, the longer I live, the more I understand myself 
and one thing is for sure, Fm not afraid of being the one 
that points out a problem or calling someone out for go- 
ing against the rules. Without rules, our social structure 
would collapse and chaos would ensue. 

So, as I listened with growing concern at a recent 
meeting to the issues facing the jewel in the town's 
crown - our wharves - 1 took down the salient points, 
eager to report them to you. On a personal level, it is my 
belief that if more people understood the complexities of 
running a town and if more people took the time to help, 
more solutions to problems would be found. Therefore, I 
try my best to make sure our readership is informed. 

In the ensuing article on that meeting, I mention 
that the harbormaster shared recent problems with wa- 
ter pipes leaking, electrical conduits corroding, wharves 
becoming unstable, and people breaking the rules. While 
most residents and visitors who use our waterways heed 
the rules and regulations documented for the smooth 
business-like operation of our wharves, some people feel 
a bit more privileged than that. 

Like renting moorings for instance - you can't 
do that. It is against the rules of the state and the town 
to rent a mooring lawfully permitted to you. The town 
is not in the business of helping you line your pockets. 
You may not like it, and you may have been doing it 
for many generations, but it is wrong. There are people 
who have been on mooring waiting lists for years. If 



you are not going to use your mooring, don't you think 
you should let someone else have a turn? And certainly, 
if you are only holding the permit to supplement your 
income, you should know just how wrong that is. 

If you have a dinghy, it has to be permitted and 
you can't place it wherever you feel like placing it while 
you go about your summer's day. You have to place it in 
one of the prescribed locations that have been set aside 
for this purpose. You can pull up onto private property, 
but you better make sure you have permission to do so 
or that it's your property. 

On Ship Street, if you have a current permit, you 
can place your dinghy there, but you can't block access 
to the public beach, nor can you put it on the private 
property that abuts this tiny space. You can't put a 
dinghy on eel grasses -to do so is harmful to the vegeta- 
tion - at the Mattapoisett Landing. This location is also 
governed by the harbormaster, and there are a specific 
number of slots. Speaking of wait lists, there are wait 
lists for slips and dinghy slots at all town-operated loca- 
tions. 

And you can't wash or rinse your motor vehicle 
off on the town wharves. If you do this, you are actu- 
ally stealing water that has been paid for by the wa- 
terfront enterprise. The water supplied to the wharves 
is there for those boaters who have paid fees to tie-up 
at the wharves for the purposes of replenishing water 
on-board or to rinse off their decks. The hoses along the 
wharves belong to those boaters and were not put there 
for you to drive down the wharf and rinse off your car! 

After hearing about all the troubles the town is 
presently facing with water pipe leakage at the wharves 
and the problems facing the harbormaster in trying 
to control costs while wrapping her arms around the 
income sources for this free standing waterfront enter- 
prise, I'm outraged that people think the water is free. 
As the saying goes "there ain't no free lunch." There 
ain't no free water on the wharves for your personal 
use. All the water supplied to the wharves is metered 
and paid for by revenue generated through various 
waterfront and boating sources. The full scope of those 
sources is presently under review as this enterprise with 
the new harbormaster at the helm struggles to keep the 
ship afloat. 

While the harbormaster, town administrator, se- 
lectmen, commission and board members, and all those 
employed by the town work their tails off for us, let us 
be mindful of our own responsibilities. In a democratic 
society, it is the rules that hold those self-evident truths 
together. Yes, pursue your life and your liberties, but 
wash your car at home!

Life Itself, Featuring Roger Ebert and Chaz Ebert. 
Directed by Steve James. Running time: 120 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Well, Roger, you made it. You're in a movie. Not 
only that, you're the star and focus. Life Itself is based 
partly on your memoir of the same name. Readers who 
are not you will no doubt wonder why Fm addressing 
this review to you, who are not here, and not to them. 
Well, it's because you had a knack for writing reviews 
seemingly addressed to me and me only, and millions of 
other readers likely felt and feel the same way. You didn't 
bother much with film theory or ten-dollar words. You 
wanted everyone to understand you: the film buff, the 
folks at the bar, the kid who was just starting to develop 
critical thinking. The movie about you is likewise straight- 
forward. It doesn't exclude anyone. It doesn't get fancy. It 
just tells your story. 

The documentarian Steve James, whose great 
film Hoop Dreams you tirelessly promoted, has directed 
Life Itself with open eyes and no fear of showing you in 
your least glamorous moments. You allowed James to film 
you undergoing an undignified throat-suction procedure, 
and then you emailed him that you were glad his movie 
would show what is seldom seen in a movie. You always 
respected that in a movie: something you hadn't seen 
before, and something that told the truth. That suction 
bit, hard as it is for the rest of us to watch, is almost the 
defining moment of the movie, since we know it's there 
because you wanted it there. You also wanted the movie 
to tell the truth about your lost years as an alcoholic, 
when you would kill hours in bars and take home women 
who were bad for you. 

Finally you met, and married, a woman who 
was good for you: Chaz Hammelsmith Ebert, whom you 
called "the great fact of my life." You would no doubt be 
grateful to know that Chaz comes off beautifully in the 
movie, yet still human, someone who could get frustrated 
with you when you didn't feel up to doing things you 
needed to do. There is a scene where you don't want to 




climb some stairs, and Chaz says 
I you have to, and eventually you do 
it. Many of us have lived this scene 
in one or both of the roles. We can 
all be annoying and stubborn at 
times, and you were no exception. 
You would have respected a movie 
that touches on realities of human 
relationships that Hollywood usu- 
ally ignores. 

Many of your friends, some 
I famous and some only known in 
I Chicago newspaper circles, speak 
movingly on your behalf. One 
friend, of course, is absent: Gene Siskel, who died in 1999. 
Gene's widow, Marlene, says at your funeral in the movie 
that when you were still alive she felt as though she still 
had a piece of Gene left. Life Itself devotes a chunk of time 
to your prickly partnership with Gene, with many amus- 
ing outtakes of you two roasting each other. But Marlene 
reads aloud a letter you sent her in your later years, say- 
ing that as you got older and sicker you thought more and 
more about him. You soldiered on without him, first with 
other critics and then as a solo act, something Gene might 
have snippily said would never and should never happen. 
But in the end he probably would have been proud that, 
just as you were losing your ability to speak, you gained 
a new voice on Twitter and in your blog. You were both 
tough Chicago newspapermen who wanted to keep going 
no matter what. 

As Life Itself goes on it becomes more cinematic, as 
if your fading life force were naturally resolving itself into 
the movie it would become. It is difficult for those of us 
who were fond of you to see you so frail and to see the in- 
creasingly depressed-sounding emails you were sending 
Steve James. You sensed the movie was nearing its conclu- 
sion. You wanted to see more; you wanted to see what 
happened next. You didn't want to leave Chaz and your 
stepchildren and stepgrandchildren. For all that. Life Itself 
doesn't milk your death for cheap tears. Chaz soldiers 
on without you, as we all must do when bereaved, and 
carries on your website and your life passion. She's sad, 
Roger — we all are — but she's going to be okay, and the 
movie notes that. Beyond all that, your life has made for a 
sharp, intimate, honest and compelling film. Congratula- 
tions, Roger. Thumbs up.
